I 
repent of them and beg for your mercy, O Lord. 

The congregation sings the refrain while the minister sings:

3. Lord have mercy upon us and come. 
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M: The almighty God has been merciful to us and has sent his Son to die for all. For his 
sake, he forgives us our sins and calls us from darkness to his marvelous light. 
Therefore, as a called servant of Christ and by his authority, I forgive you all your sins 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son (+), and of the Holy Spirit.

11 Now may our God and Father himself and 
our Lord Jesus clear the way for us to come to you . 12 May the Lord make your love increase 
and overflow for each other and for everyone else , just as ours does for you . 13 May he 
strengthen your hearts so that you will be blameless and holy in the presence of our God 
and Father when our Lord Jesus comes with all his holy ones.

M: Come, Lord Jesus, be our guest. 

C: Through your Word and Spirit may our souls be blessed. 

Gospel: Luke 21:25-36 

"There will be signs in the sun, moon and stars. On the earth, nations will be in anguish and 
perplexity at the roaring and tossing of the sea . 26 Men will faint from terror, apprehensive 
of what is coming on the world, for the heavenly bodies will be shaken. 27 At that time they 
will see the Son of Man coming in a cloud with power and great glory . 28 When these things 
begin to take place, stand up and lift up your heads, because your redemption is drawing 
near. " 29 He told them this parable: "Look at the fig tree and all the trees . 30 When they 
sprout leaves, you can see for yourselves and know that summer is near . 31 Even so, when 
you see these things happening, you know that the kingdom of God is near . 32 "I tell you the 
truth, this generation will certainly not pass away until all these things have happened . 33 
Heaven and earth will pass away, but my words will never pass away . 34 "Be careful, or your 
hearts will be weighed down with dissipation, drunkenness and the anxieties of life, and 
that day will close on you unexpectedly like a trap .

Confession of Faith: The Apostles’ Creed 

C: We believe in one God, the Father, the Almighty, maker of heaven and earth, of all 

that is, seen and unseen. 

We believe in one Lord, Jesus Christ, the only Son of God, eternally begotten of the 
Father, God from God, Light from Light, true God from true God, begotten, not 
made, of one being with the Father. Through him all things were made. For us and 
for our salvation, he came down from heaven, was incarnate of the Holy Spirit and 
the virgin Mary, and became fully human. For our sake he was crucified under 
Pontius Pilate. He suffered death and was buried. On the third day he rose again in 
accordance with the Scriptures. He ascended into heaven and is seated at the right 
hand of the Father. He will come again in glory to judge the living and the dead, and 
his kingdom will have no end. 

We believe in the Holy Spirit, the Lord, the giver of life, who proceeds from the 
Father and the Son, who in unity with the Father and the Son is worshiped and 
glorified, who has spoken through the prophets. We believe in one holy Christian 
and apostolic Church. We acknowledge one baptism for the forgiveness of sins. We 
look for the resurrection of the dead and the life of the world to come. Amen.
